HOW GEOGRAPHY SHAPES 
ITALY’S DESTINY 

Italy’s peculiar geographic position 
-akways has been one of the chief 
sources af the country’s ‘remarkable 
individuality—an Individuality marked 
by its political and economic course 
since the armistice was signed,  Ar- 
thur Stanley Riggs, writing to the Na- 
tional Geographic society In this re- 
gard, says: 

“Krom the beginning Nature set Tt- 
aly apart, livery boundary is perféct- 
ly clear. The historic sea enfolds ft 
to the south, east and west. On the 
WOFth the terrific Alps sweep cround 
it in a great semicircle from Mediter- 
ranean to Adsiatic, closing the circuit. 

“Yo be sure, from the time of Au- 
gustus the boundary of each side of 
northern Italy lias been juggled, now 
to the east, now to the west, by pollr 
ties; but the physical boundary ts still 
definitely there. So thoroughly did 
the ancfent chroniclers recognize these
